And of the other states mentioned 
by the Sun only New Jersey re- 
ceived a smaller per capita allo- 
cation, than Arkansas."

Courier News' editorial with a per- 
sonal observation. Nowhere has the 
federal government spent more money 
than in Pennsylvania. My old home 
county of Luzerne, when I was last 
there in June, 1935, had, of its entire 
population of 400,000 white people, a 
little more than 100,000 on "relief"— 
25 per cent!

Alcazar were rescued. About 500 o 
the besieged Fascists and their families 
were wounded. 


Cheered and embraced by their com- 


rades, the Alcazar defenders begged 
permission to incorporate themselves 
in the legions of Gen. Francisco Fran- 
co to "be in on the kill" at Madrid. 


Fall of Madrid Near 


The insurgents said that the fall of 


Madrid is only a matter of time. 


Tlie generals said that they would 


rest their troops and clean out a few 
scattered government redoubts around 
Toledo first, then, they said, they 
would move on Madrid and the Span- 
ish civil war would be over before 
cold weather. 


The strategy was to draw the picked 


legions of General 
Franco 
tightly 


around the southwestern approaches 
to Madrid, while Gen. Snilio Mola, the 
conqueror of Irun and San Sebastian, 
put on pressure from the north. 


Fascist leaders only smiled when 


asked what resistance they expected 
the government would be able to offer 
to their advance against Madrid. They 
pointed out 
that their 
disciplined 


fighting men had swept through the 
streets of Toledo Sunday night a half- 
hour after they had been given the 
command to advance. 


Militiamen Flee 


The main body of General Franco's 


troops was bouring into Toledo and it 
was planned to complete occupation of 
the city before Tuesday morning. 


The government militiamen fled be- 


fore the precision of the insurgent at- 
tack. Some of the defenders ran back 
across the Tagus river, to the south, 
while others fled toward the Fascist 
units waiting with rifles along the 
Madrid highway. 


Hundreds of government men were 


killed, the Fascist leaders announced, 
with the biggest losses at Burgas, five 
miles north of Toledo, through which 
the Fascists moved in their final as- 
sault 011 Toledo. 


Civilian residents fled also, scatter- 


ing over fields and lanes, leaving their 
household belongings. 


However, the Fascists were harassed 


occasionally by government planes and 
artillery shelling their reinforcements.

After that, the 
wojpfid may be covered with sterile 
gauze and the gauze suitably fastened 
to the wopid.. Sometimes it is best to 
" use adhesive tape. One mugt/be care- 
ful, however, in putting'a bandage'of 


adhesive tape around a limb. Make 
certain that the circulation is not 
greatly cut off as to increase the pain 
and prevent healing. 


No one should attempt to sew a 


wound unless he has had medical 
training. If pus or infectious material 
appears, it should have prompt medi- 
cal attention. 


Some types of wounds represent un- 


usual emergencies. When a small spint- 
er of wood or metal gets- into the skin, 
It is best removed by use of a needle 
which has been sterilized by being 
passed through a flame. Large splint- 
ers may be removed with a knife blade 
sterilized in a flame, or with forceps 
or tweezers, similarly sterilized, if 
they are available. ' 


When a person is on a camping trip, 


arid a fishhook gets into the skin, it is 
not wise to attempt to pull out the 
hook.

Tide i;f Young Kove in Old England— 


Prltstly's Novel Excitiiift, But 


Lacks Conviction 


J. B. Priestly describes his new nov- 


el, "They Walk in the City" (Harp- 
er's: $2:50), as "a new allegory of sim- 
ple young people in tho complicated 
old world." 


Like its predecessors, "The Good 


Companions" and "Angel Pavement," 
it is a long, rambling, and occasionally 
over-diffuse narrative of English life. 
Rose Salter and Edward Fielding meet 
and fall in love in the manufacturing 
town of Haliford. Then, for rather 
unconvincing -reasons. Rose flees to 
London, pursued frantically by Ed- 
ward. The novel concerns itself with 
their subsequent adventures. 


Rose befriends a shoplifter and her 


dying biother, runs from the police, 
becomes involved in a riot between 
Fascists and Communists, and is en- 
ticed by a dubious female into a shady 
affair which results in murder. 


All this should make an exciting 


and memorable book. The plot is un- 
usual and Mr. Priostly writes with his 
customary skill. His observations are 
humorous arid shrewd, his panoramic 
picture of London is splendid, the 
minor characters are painted with 
sure, effective strokes. 


But the book is disappointing— 


chiefly because Rose and Edward, the 
two people in all the book who should 
he alive and breathing, are just natur- 
ally incredible. They aren't stupid, 
but they are so naive as to seem stu- 
pid; and they pass through all their 
numerous vicissitudes, through scenes 
and events completely new to their ex- 
perience, yet emerge the same beam- 
ing innocents of the first chapter. 


All this confuses the reader. The 


book is competent but not excellent— 
and we have come to expect excellence 
from Mr. Priestly.

300 innings of mound duty, including 
25 complete games, he has yielded 
fewer than 80 runs, earned and other- 
wise. Another point strongly in his 
favor is his perfect control. Fewer 
than 60 walks have been issued by the 
tall i left-hander, half "of which were 
enforced by dugout strategy.

In answer to the Hubbell threat, the 


Yankees have two excellent mounds- 
men in Monte Pearson, now enjoying 
his best season, and Charlie Ruffing, 
a 20-game winner whose consistency 
all Season has given McCarthy a tre- 
mendous edge over American league 
foes.

For the hunter whp 
will probit by advice: It is well to as- 
certain the nearest house or cabin in 
the area where you are shooting, and 
refrain from firing toward it. Never 
fire at moving objects not entirely vis- 
ible. 


Utah sportsmen declare that they in- 


tend to teach the unthinking hunter 
manners this fall. They have the sup- 
port of their state fish and game board. 
Some hunters go out equipped with 
rifles and ammunition suitable for 
moose and elk but too heavy for deer. 
These guns are especially dangerous 
in mor.e or less settled country where 
hunting is permitted. The mortality 
rate among deer hunters is all too 
high. Folks other than hunters some- 
times arc bumped off. 


We have said, and believe, that the 


great majority of hunters will listen 
to and profit by advice. If all the 
sportsmen who follow the game trails 
this fall will give a few kindly words 
to the youngsters, the newcomers and 
the unthinking, there will be a de- 
crease in the number of accidental 
shootings. Hunt clubs, outdoor org- 
anizations, guides and field men are 
doing good work along this line, these 
people realize there is little sport in 
keeping one eye peeled for game and 
the other cocked for a jittery hunter 
who may send a soft-nosed bullet at 
anything moving in the brush.

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Constitution Issue 
Proves to Be Dud 


Even Candidate Landon 
Drops It to Talk "Bread 


and Butter Issues"

The definite submergence of what 


onde appeared the paramount issue of 
the political campaign could not be 
more positively demonstrated than by 
what hapoened—or failed to happen— 
on "Constitution day." 1S3C. 


It is not long since that politico! 


prophets were agreeing almost un- 
animously that this wouk) be a year 
made forever memorable by a terrific 
political struggle over the preservation 
of constitutionalism. 


By late summer, snid the forecaster, 


the country would be on fire with dis- 
sension aver this tremendous ques- 
tion, and the day set aside to observe 
the anniversary of the constitution was 
certain to produce as grand a burst of 
forensic pyrotechnics as the voters had 
seen in many years. It seemed a natur- 
al. 


Now Constitution day has come and 


gone, and it may be doubted whether 
more than a small percentage of Amer-' 
ican citizens even know of its pass- 
ing. 


Neither of the principal nominees 


for President took any notice of it. A 
scattering of lesser political orators 
mentioned it, but mostly their remarks 
were tucked away on the inside pages 
of the newspapers. In the country's 
largest city the chief address was de- 
livered by the president-general of the 
national society of the Sons of the 
American Revolution. 


Public Not Interested 


This decadence of an early favorite 


among the issues is doubtless due in 
large part to the somewhat diffident 
attitude of the populace. 


With a few exceptions, it has been 


difficult 
throughout 
American his- 


tory to interest the average voter 
greatly in anything as abstract as 
fundamental law. This year, especial- 
ly, a large section of the public seems 
disinclined to .feed on what it might 
regard as legal technicalities, when 
more easily digestable arguments are 
available on such subjects as relief

The candidates and managers of the 


two major parties, however, have fall- 
en in with this tendency with apparent 
willingness, and helped it along. 


Although President Roosevelt had 


been hinting for months about a pos- 
sible constitutional change, and some 
of his cabinet members had talked of 
it openly,' not much came of it at con- 
vention time. The Philadelphia plat- 
form committee did do a little more 
hinting, but wound up ;by proposing 
to "maintain the letter and spirit of 
the constitution." 


TKe Republicans, at Cleveland toyed 


with the idea, of putting major em- 
phasis on maintaining the constitution, 
as is, but the almost coincident su- 
preme court decision on minimum 
wages greatly complicated the situa- 
tion. They knew that Governor Lan- 
don would propose a labor amend- 
ment, -as he subsequently did in a 
telegram to. the convention. In their 
platform, they "wrote around" the 
subject. 


'Both Content to Drop 


Since then, not so much has been 


heard about the constitution. 
Both 


nominees have, of course, reaffirmed 
their 
allegiance 
to "constitutional 


government" 
(without detailed defi- 


nition), but neither has made any ef- 
fort to start the fire which was to 
have swept the nation. 


So far as both candidates are con- 


cerned, 
the situation seems 
fairly 


lucid: 


Mr. Roosevelt is content, either from 


choice or necessity, to let the matter 
drift, hoping by a supreme court re- 
versal or otherwise to establish his 


j policies without an amendment. 
! Mr. Landon is not inclined to stake 
his campaign on anything as involved 
as a constitutional argument. He pre- 
fers, in the words of one of his confi- 
dants, to "talk bread and butter is- 
sues."
